While Hattori 
may disclose a different use for the final produce, it does disclose the apparatus for 
forming the film as set forth in claims 10 and 11. It is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., that the final product is composed of one or more films) are not 
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recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
